I N the reception rom of Dr. Roger 
Campbell, surgeon to the English 
Hospital ul Nlng I’o, there hang 
many scrolls and tablets which

We 
have n very Interesting instance of 
i his before us toduy. It is the firm be- 
lief of the country people In our 
province that when a man fulls In an 
epileptic fit his soul has temporarily 
departed from his body and the soul 
of Hie sheep lias come In for tho 
while to take lls place. In order to 
preserve the patient's life, It in ab- 
solutely necessary that the sheep be 
fell on grass or hay until the soul 
returns. This explains why they In- 
stantly pluck up the first bunch of 
grass they can find and force it Into 
the victim’s mouth!
